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The American Locomotive Co. recently completed at its Richmond works for the Virginian Railway four of the most powerful Mallet compound locomotives whi lf 
have thus far been built. It is asserted that, with an increase of 55 per cent. in weight over a heavy Mikado type locomotive, 100 per cent. more pulling power has bee! 24 
obtained. The accompanying illustration shows one of these engines, the tender being omitted from the picture, as it is of the usual type, though large in proportion to t! the 
locomotive. Each of these huge machines weighs 540,000 pounds, of which 480,000 pounds are on the driving wheels, that are 56 inches in diameter. Altogether there ar the 
twenty wheels. The cylinders are 28 and 44x32 inches, and the tractive power working compound is 115,000 pounds; working as a simple engine 158,000 pounds. The work N 
ing boiler pressure is 200 pounds. Including the tender, one of the locomotives weighs 752,000 pounds, or 376 tons. It is noteworthy that these engines, which mark a d wh 
tinctive step in the march of railroad progress, were built at a Virginia plant for a Virginia line that is also conspicuous for its high-class construction and far-seeing ha 
engineering plans.

Birmingham, Ala., September 10. 
The conditions existing in the local iron 
and steel industry, from a_ producer's 
standpoint, continue to improve, despite 
the recent advances in selling prices and 
the additions that have been made to the 
all of the products 


output. Practically 


represented are in strong demand _ for 
prompt delivery, while the tonnage on 
order-books for future shipment has been 
considerably reduced by the refusal of the 
producing interests to commit themselves 


at the prices ruling. This last applies 





more particularly to the blast furnace com 


| panies, where there is more or less idle 


capacity, as in several of the other lines 
it is not practicable to increase the pres- 


ent rate of production. 





In the pig-iron market a basis of $15 
| per ton at Birmingham has to all appear-

| liveries in the first quarter. The sales 
| wane in the past week did not involve a

It is true that the sales 
just referred to were made in practically 
non-copetitive territory, but the present 
condition of order-books is such that it is 


pot believed any of the producing interests 
would make concessions in price, even for 
such grades as are actually on furnace 
yards. One large producer has just with- 
drawn from the market for any delivery, 
and another offers only a limited tonnage 
for shipment in the first quarter. This 
last is due to the present condition of 
order-books and to a change in operations 
that will necessarily have to be made 
shortiy after January 1 for repairs. The 
aggregate stock accumulation, as shown by 
September 1 reports, was reduced some 
9000 tons during the month of August. 
Warrant holdings and the accumulation 
of basic were affected principally by the 
reduction, which is due to the fact that 
the bulk of the free foundry tonnage on 
hand belonged to one producing interest. 
In the aggregate last reported the accu- 
mulation of charcoal and other analysis 
iron is not shown, but the entire accumu- 
lation within the State is considerably 


less than 100,000 tons. With the daily

The policy of the selling interests as to 
purchases for speculative purposes has 
been quite a feature in the market for 
some time past. Within the past week it 
is understood that considerable tonnage 
was offered by the merchant interests, but 
the sales reported were made direct to the 
trade. So far as is known, none of the 
tonnage purchased early in the year for re- 
sale has been offered at lower figures than 
those asked by the furnace companies. 
The inquiry now pending consists of a 
fairly attractive tonnage in small quanti- 
ties for early shipment, a lot of SOOO tons 
for the remainder of the year and through 
the first quarter, which has been refused 
at $15 per ton, and 2000 tons for the re- 
mainder of the year that has been offered 
at a concession from a $13 basis. No 
quotations have yet been elicited on de- 
liveries after the first quarter, and at the 
time of last report all quotations on lower 
grades than No, 5 foundry are being made 
conditionally. For delivery in the remsin- 
der of the year and through the first quar- 
ter the schedule of prices below is con- 
sidered a correct representative, although 
those figures would vary with the several 
local furnace conditions.

The South is the nation’s greatest asset. Undeveloped or developed to a 
limited extent only, it is nevertheless the foremost asset of the nation. It is
